- tablished thannels.| Now, what is the fact ? We 
find that even this year a very large proportion 
of the product of our mines passes through Bank- 
ing and other commercial channels, :and that the 
proportion coming down on the pérson. of the 
producer or miner is infinitesimal indeed.” Now, 
it needs no argument on our part to show that 
a tax upon gold passing through such, channels 
would-be most easy and inexpensive of colled- 
tion, in fact more so than any other tax we have 
in force. When we consider the paucity of onr 
population and the large revenge which it is
